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Board of Trade Discusses 
Rodeo - 50th Anniversary 


Coleman Board of Trade talk¬ 
ed about many things last 
Thursday, planning for the an¬ 
nual rodeo and gave considera¬ 
tion to a "Back Home Week”. 

Meeting opened after the usual 
supper with President Hill stat¬ 
ing the reason why Premier 
Manning was not addressing the 
meeting as was hoped, the Board 
emphasizing that he be asked 
again at a later date. Following 
this a report was given that six 
members attended the Leth¬ 
bridge annual meeting and that 
Coleman had received an Invita¬ 
tion to the Fort Macleod cham¬ 
ber’s annual meeting on Feb. 4. 

Blairmore Winter Carnival de¬ 
manded some time from the 
meeting with volunteers called 
to compose the Coleman broom- 
ball team. Progress regarding the 
float to be entered from Cole¬ 
man was not known. 

John Kerr addressed the ga¬ 
thering regarding the tourist in¬ 
dustry with Harry Boulton mov¬ 
ing a vote of thanks, “I have al¬ 
ways been enthusiastic about 
our scenery”, stated Mr. Boulton, 
“and would like to congratulate 
the Kerr brothers who have put 
their money into the Pass. We 
can support this claim for the 
tourist industry even if not fin¬ 
ancially. We can bring them in 
but we have to hold them. We 
have everything here. I suggest 
that we do our best to contact 
our about putting in scenic roads 
such as up behind the Crow, 
down Me Gillivray Valley, or to 
the wonderful cave and the short 
distance to the top of the moun¬ 
tain there. Ask them to give us 

* j!^or bre Abousaffy remarked 
that he thought there was a lot 
of possibility for the tourist in¬ 
dustry In this area. 

No decision or motion was 
made regarding the board taking 
ruembershlu in the Pacific North 
West Travel Assoc., and follow¬ 
ing the 1952 financial report the 
attention swung over to the 1953 
rodeo. First point raised was the 
offer of a firm to provide a night 
show at $1,500 and the need for 
a decision at the earliest. It was 
also mentioned that suggestions 
had been made to bring in 
the old time residents, and 
get the co-operation of the 
mines to make it a big celebra¬ 
tion and printing of a souvenier 
booklet. Some scattered opposi¬ 
tion to the rodeo was heard as to 
the financing, with the sugges¬ 
tion made that a complete can¬ 
vass of the town be held solicit¬ 
ing family season tickets pur¬ 
chased on the payroll deduction 
plan. It was felt that this would 
give the committee working cap¬ 
ital. 

Harry Boulton championed the 
50th anniversary plan again sta¬ 
ting that the entire town would 
have to co-operate. Cards should 
be sent inviting former residents 
back to Coleman and telling 
them how they would be enter¬ 
tained. Entertainment could in¬ 
clude such things as trips up 
the Kananaskis road, rodeo, car¬ 
nival, dancing mountain climb¬ 
ing and fishing. We should go 
ahead, it is up to us to promote 
It. 

President Hill stated that the 
suggestion was made months 
ago that plans should be made 
but hoped that the work would 
not fall on one or two as the 
case with the rodeo. He suggest¬ 
ed that the board act as a com¬ 
mittee organizing all the organ¬ 
izations in town. It must be a 
Coleman effort with the help of 
everyone. 

Fire Chief Aldo Montalbetti 
spoke on behalf of the Coleman 
Fire Department asking that 
should such a week be observed 
the first day be devoted to the 
annual southern Alberta hose 
laying contest. At this point con¬ 
sideration was given to holding 
the celebration during the week 
of June 29 to July 4. Speculative 
planning considered possible, 
June 29 for the fire show, Carni¬ 
val July 1 and 2 evening per¬ 


formance on July 2 and 4 and 
rodeo on July 4. 

Discussion found itself centred 
on the rodeo again with the ma¬ 
jority feeling that the event 
could not be dropped on the year 
of the 50th anniversary, but felt 
that it should be a one day af¬ 
fair. Costs and profits entered 
the discussion with one state¬ 
ment claiming that if it was ob¬ 
vious that if everyone works 
hard and everything works right 
you could break even, then it 
didn’t seem right or worthwhile. 
Costs rising while the admission 
remained constant was one of 
the causes of losing money while 
one man figured it due to poor 
advertising. The season ticket 
payroll deduction plan was again 
discussed with the idea approv¬ 
ed, the ticket offering admission 
to the rodeo, night performance 
and a chance on a major prize. 
It was decided to contact the 
mine company asking for a fa¬ 
vorable grant, while A. Toppano 
suggested soliciting grants from 
large outside firms such as Crest- 
on did to build their civic centre. 

It was moved that a letter be 
sent to J. B. Cross of Calgary 
Brewery recognizing the service 
and co-operation J. Montalbetti 
had given the Board of Trade.

Although the Eastern Rockies 
Forest Conservation Board mod¬ 
estly claims that “it is only a 
service road to serve the needs 
of the conservation and forest 
protection worfc,” the new high- ‘ 
way will open up a vast new ter¬ 
ritory of scenic beauty for tour¬ 
ists sportsmen and Industrial in¬ 
terests. 

Last summer the southern 
half of the route was opened on 
schedule from Coleman, in the 
Crows Nest Pass, to connect with 
the Calgary-Banff highway at 

Council Calls 
For Estimates 
For 53 Budget 

Strict observance of an est¬ 
imate plan of budgetting was 
foreseen Tuesday night as the 
Town Council analytical^ 
handled present business and 
looked forward into 1953. 

Mayor Abomssafy asked the 
council to bring in estimates 
for the various de partmental 
projects in order that they 
may be budgeted for In this

Calgary Power Rate 
Adopted in Coleman 

New Light and power rates were brought out in Coleman 
Tuesday night following six months of rate study. 

The Coleman Light and Water Company terminated the 
major part of months of discussion and study of rates in othe r 
centres when they presented their plan to council. 

Realizing all points, the company settled for a plan used 
by Calgary Power in other centres. New rates will start as soon 
as possible but must await sanction by the Board of Pubic Util¬ 
ities. 

For the Domestic Consumer rates will be as follows; 

$2.70 minimum for 20 Killowatt hours 
30c discount for prompt payment 
Anything thereafter He per killowatt 

For bussiness places the rates recommended will be on the 
maximum demand rate unless a better plan is forthcoming. 

In regard to business places, sample figuring showed that 
costs will rise for some small users and remain constant for 
others. Some 'arger users will save. 

The consensus of opinion of the Company and Council waa 
that the minimum must be increased under any plan. The plan 
adopted was felt to he the fairest all around. 

Careful study and many questions highlighted the proposal 
before its adoption. It was agreed that the people moat affected 
were those burning the former minimum of $1.00. However it 
was shown that this minimum gave power for nothing practic- 
tically at the same time saving on taxes through the Light and 
Power company transferring a surplus to town funds, 

It was shown that lesidents of East Coleman pay Calgary 
Power the same rate yet get nothing back. Profits of the Light 
and Power have assisted in town works while keeping the taxes 
down. 


Speaker Outlines 
Tourist Trade 


“If you had an Industry com- 
In to Coleman that would bring 
in about one million dollars a 
year, I imagine you would be 
most interested”, stated John 
Kerr, of Turtle Mountain Play¬ 
grounds as he addresed the local 
Board of Trade last Thursday 
night. “You now have an Indus¬ 
try that is trying to get into tills 
country, an industry that in ten 
years will be worth that million 
dollars ... the tourist Industry”. 

The speaker went on to ex¬ 
plain the amount spent in this 
Industry yearly and the amount 
that would be our share even if 
we only realized 10% of the total 
. . . $300,000. This amount he 
showed would benefit every per¬ 
son within the district listing 
figures as proven in America and 
Canadian centres. This break¬ 
down appears as follows: restau- 
ruants $66,000; hotels, motels & 
other accommodation, $51,000; 
service stations and garages, 
$36,000; amusement, $27,000; 
transporation, $21,000; miscel¬ 
laneous, $15,000. Ail those who 
claim the take is nothing would 
take in the major part or $84,000 
this going to the retailer. Every¬ 
one in business shares in the 
tourist dollar. 

Alberta, the speaker remarked, 
takes about 4% of the tourist 
trade in Canada, or about the 
same as the city of Toronto. With 
attention we can increase this 
within ten years to be equal to 
that of the city of Montreal, or 
a million a year. During 1952 the 
information office Fort Macleod 
sent a representative to St. 
Mary’s lakes in Montana for two 
days with the assignment of con¬ 
tacting people travelling through 
and tell them a little about Can¬ 
ada. Before two days were up 
Waterton was saying “get that 
man out of there, we can’t 
handle it”. The business at Wa¬ 
terton had jumped by 70% in 2 
days. 

Speaking about the improved 
highways and the organization 
that he was a member of, the 
Pacific North West Travel Assoc¬ 
iation, which he figured could 
bring tourists trade this way if 
membership from the Boards of 
Trade was given, the speaker 
mentioned the work of the past 
years. They beefed about the 
condition of No. 3 highway which 
received top priority and is now 
complete. When they beefed 
about the Pincher Creek-Water- 
ton road they were told, “We are 
not building roads for people 
from other provinces or other 


lands nor for any one industry”. 
Since that time the Pincher - 
Waterton road has reached top 
priority, they realize that the 
tourist industry is worth going 
after. When this road is complet¬ 
ed we will have a good road from 
Waterton and Pincher through 
the Pass to Klngsgate and the 
tourist trade will begin. However 
this trade will not be any good 
to us unless we can stop them. 

The Pacific North West Travel 
Assoc, have helped to build a ter¬ 
rific tourist interest away from 
this area and is recognized as 
the best medium of advertising 
for the tourists trade dnytorhere. 
The association has an office at 
Fort Macleod. Large travel shows 
are presented in cities across the 
US. where exhibits and inform¬ 
ation are given. People pay ad¬ 
mission to these show to see 
where they should holiday next 
year. We have good roads, good 
fishing and hunting, accommo¬ 
dation and places to do business, 
all we need do is to get the people 
to come. In the States nearly 
everyone has heard of Edmon¬ 
ton, Calgary and Banff. Water- 
ton and Jasper are practically 
unknown, this place is not 
known at all. “If you want to get 
on the bandwagon you have to 
advertise. In Coleman you are 
sitting in as good & spot as any 
with this new highway at your 
backdoor and possibly on the 
main highway from east to west. 
I ask you to join the association 
then consider turning out a 
pamphlet on the whole Crows 
Nest Pass.

IN SASKATCHEWAN 


1952 Black 
Year For Drivers 

REGINA.—1952 was a black year 
for Saskatchewan drivers. Accord¬ 
ing to figures released by the~High- 
way Traffic Board, 1,311 motorists 
had their licences suspended or re¬ 
voked, 541 of these penalties beingl 
for driving after drinking, 116 for' 
reckless driving, and 654 for various, 
other offenses. By contrast, the total 
number of these penalties in 1951 was 
only 924. The number of drivers-f. 
penalized for driving after drinking, 
last year, was more than doubled. 

Figures, in almost every way, point 
up last year’a unfortunate traffic re¬ 
cord. During December, penalties 
for driving after drinking, reckless 
or dangerous driving, and other 
causes were 136, a considerable jump 
over 97, the figure for December the 
year before. 53 drivers were subject¬ 
ed to loss of license for driving after 
drinking during the month,

You can do a lot of ^thinking dur¬ 
ing a game, but the best place to do 
some real cogitating is when you're 
me hack' ready to *play. "A curler 
of fair ability who stops and thinks 
before he shoots is a better man 
any rink than the guy who is a good 
shot-maker but never uses what gray 
matter he has under his tam. 

Here are a few things that result 
from not thinking in the hack: Being | 
short rather than long when your 
own side has last stone.

imports. Canada, especially, has much 
to gain by reducing the preponder¬ 
ance of U.S. goods among her im- 
j ports; and at the same time the re- 
j lease in this way of extra dollar# to 
overseas countries would tend to re- 
j duce Canada’s dependence on the U.S. 
export market. 

"In the long run, an investment 
programme will be of the greatest 
importance in correcting the funda¬ 
mental economic weakness that lays 
our allies open to recurring~4ollar 
crisis. Briefly, investment may pro¬ 
vide relief in three main ways: first, 
soft-currency countries^ may concen¬ 
trate their domestic investment on 
industries producing dollar-earning 
exports or producing goods which 
otherwise would have to be imported 
the dollar area; second, dollar 
area countries may concentrate their 
foreign investment in the same types 
of industry; and third, the soft-cur¬ 
rency countries may make direct dol- 
lar-earning investments in the dollar 
area itself. 

PROBLEMS OF INVESTMENT 

"The way to encourage private in¬ 
vestment in underdeveloped countries 

not to create another international 
lending agency but to secure a gen¬ 
eral elimination or reduction of the 
present restrictions in these countries 
on the repatriation of earnings, on 
the capitalization of earnings which 
are not or cannot be transferred, and 
on the effective control by its owners 
over equity capital when the majority 
interest resides outside the under¬ 
developed countries. 

"In the last analysis, international 
investment and economic development 
depend upon a change of heart in the 
underdeveloped countries themselves. 
I believe this change will be easier if 
those countries adopt the short- 
monetary and exchange-rate policies 
I have already discussed. Any easing 
of the dollar shortage by these means 
will make it easier to transfer inter¬ 
est, dividends, and capital sums out 
of* these countries; and the mere 
power to withdraw will in turn en¬ 
courage new investment and thus 
create a further improvement in the 


’EASY” CREDIT CAN BE 
COSTLY TO CONSUMER 

Three devices, Mr. Muir said, 
had been available to correct the 
lull in business which had occur¬ 
red early in 1952. These were tax 
reductions, price reductions, and 
easier credit terms. Despite some 
reductions in excise taxes, the ef¬ 
fect of the 1952-53 budget had 
been to impose a heavier over-all 
burden of taxation; price re¬ 
ductions, while they had occurred 
to some extent, played a relatively 
small part in the revival of trade 
which took place towards the half¬ 
way mark of 1952. 

“11 was the third device," he 
said, "that of easier credit terms, 
which was apparently chosen by 
business and government as the 
means to restore a stronger cur¬ 
rent of business activity. Consum¬ 
er credit controls were abolished 
on May 6th, 1952, and the volun¬ 
tary restrictions on bank lending 
were removed, at the suggestion 
of the Bank of Canada, on May 
20, 1952. We are experiencing the 
buoyant effects of these derisions. 
Indeed, these is some evidence that 
the decline in activity has been 
ovei'-corrected, and that inflation 
has again become a threat to the 
economy. 

“So-called ‘easy’ consumer credit 
can be most costly both to the 
consumer and to the economy as 
as whole. The effect on sales is 
immediate and gratifying to busi¬ 
ness; but repayment of the debt 
by the public in the future, may 
well result in an enforced reduc¬ 
tion in consumer spending on dur¬ 
able goods to a level quite as lo\V 
and depressing as that which fol¬ 
lowed our pre-budget buying spree 
of 1951. If this reduction - were to 
occur along with other deflation¬ 
ary factors, such as heavy inven¬ 
tories and-a reduction or a level¬ 
ling off in armament expenditure, 
our present boom might seem, in 
retrospect; an unsound ana tem¬ 
porary one. Indeed, the economic 
pattern today bears no little simi¬ 
larity to that of 1928 and 1929. 
Then, as in 1952, the expansion of 
consumer instalment credit played 
an important part, in increasing 
sales and maintaining retail prices 
at a time when raw material 
prices were on a steady decline. 
The result then, as in 1952, could 
only be a concealed inflation with 
its attendant dangers. 

"1 believe that a sounder pros¬ 
perity in 1952 would have resulted 
from greater use of the two other 
corrective devices, namely tax and 
price reductions. These interact 
with and reinforce one .another in 
promoting a healthy expansion; in 
other words, the expansion they 
promote will not be based on the 
shifting sands of consumer credit.” 


General Manager 
Reports Assets 
Over $2.6 Billions 

T. H. Atkinson, General Manager 1 
in reviewing the bank’s 1952 report 
stated that total assets of The Royal 
Bank of Canada have now reached 
the imposing total of $2,691,456,873. 
This, he said, was a new high mark 
in Canadian banking history, and is 
the highest ever reported by an Can¬ 
adian bank. 

Deposits likewise had reached re¬ 
cord totals, said Mr. Atkinson. They 
now stand at $2,527,510,437, an in¬ 
crease of approximately $176,000,000 
over the previous year, "This in¬ 
crease” said Mr. Atkinson, "reflects 
not only substantially higher balances 
in the names of former clients but 
has been accompanied by a record 
making number of new names on our 
books. The number of deposit < ac¬ 
counts on the books of the bank now 
exceeds -2,250,000, an increase of well 
over 100,000 during the year.” 

Mr. Atkinson reported profits for 
the year had increased $1,762,382 
over the previous year. After pro¬ 
viding for taxes, depreciation and 
dividends, including an additional 
dividend of $875,000 (at the rate of 
25e per share), the bank transferred 
$3,000,000 to Reserve Fund, which 
now stands at $55,000,000. 

The bank's programme of improve¬ 
ment to branches, which has gone on 
steadily since the end of the war, 
continued during the year to provide 
the public and staff with modern, up- 
to-date facilities and surroundings. 
Some 275 branches were provided 
with now or improved premises, 18 
new branches were opened, and a 
furtheriKgrifen are in the course of 
preparation. 

ROYAL BANK ABROAD 

Mr. Atkinson reviewed the history 
of the bank's extensive organization 
abroad, pointing out that its growth 
had followed actual or potential 
channels for Canadian trade develop¬ 
ment, Offices were established only 
after a careful survey on the ground 
to ascertain whether the field was 
adequately banked, and if not, wheth¬ 
er the bank could not only service 
Canada’s export trade, but could con¬ 
tribute something worthwhile to the 
business community in the particu¬ 
lar country, and operate on a reason¬ 
ably profitable basis. 

"The volume of business transact¬ 
ed by our foreign branches remains 
very substantial indeed, and profit¬ 
able. During the past year, our 
overseas chain has again demonstrat¬ 
ed its worth as an important comple¬ 
ment to our Canadian organization. 
Not only was this so from the stand¬ 
point of record earnings, but the con¬ 
tribution made in the direction of 
business to the Canadian field 
through contacts established abroad 
was well worth while. As has been 
said in our published reports of previ¬ 
ous years, through our extensive 
overseas direct representation plus 
our world-wide relations with corres¬ 
pondent banks and the specialized de¬ 
partments we operate in Canada to 
I aid traders, we are proud of the ser- 
1 vices we provide and also of the con¬ 
tribution we make towards facilitat¬ 
ing traders, the value of which can 
hardly be assessed in a nation which 
ranks third in world trade.

Miners and Operators 
Negotiate Contract

Wage negotiations between the 
Coal operators’ Asssociation of 
Western Canada and District 18 
of the United Mine Workers of 
America have broken down and 
both parties have applied to the 
provincial government for ap¬ 
pointment of a conciliator in an 
effort to reach agreement. 

In negotiations, the miners 
have asked for substantial in¬ 
creases and other benefits, while 
the employers are requesting the 
men to take reductions in pay. 

The union represents about 
9,000 employees in mines operat¬ 
ed by Association members in 
Alberta and southeast British 
Columbia. 

If conciliation fails, the mat¬ 
ter will go before a board of 
arbitration which will recom¬ 
mend terms for a settlement. 
The existing contract expires on 
Feb. 16. 

Asks $18 a Day 

Among the union requests is 
abolition of the contract system 
for the miners— the actual coal 
getters—and the establishment 
of a wage rate of $18 a day. On 
the contract system, the men 
are paid on production, and it is 
understood they are now earning 
about $18 a day under it. 

They also ask an increase of 
$2 a day for inside and outside 
workers, that is all the union 
men not on contract. The pres¬ 
ent basic rate for a laborer is 
$12.27 a day and the rest are 
scaled upwards. 

The second most costly in¬ 
crease to the operators being 
sought by the miners is an in¬ 
crease in the payment to the 
welfare fund from the present 
15 cents a ton to 30 cents a ton. 

They also ask that death bene¬ 
fits to widows of deceased mem¬ 
bers be increased from $400 to 
$600, and that a pension be paid 
to the widows of $40 a month 
for the first 12 months. 

Retirement benefits are asked 
to be increased from $100 to $115 
a month and disability pensions 
increased to the same rate as re¬ 
tirement pensions. 


Union seeks in addition a shift 
differential of 50 cents for after¬ 
noon shift, and $1 for night shift, 
and that statutory and agree¬ 
ment holidays be paid for at the 
classified rate and if they are 
worked to be paid at double 
time. 

Want Pay Reduction 

In reply the operators ask a 
general reduction in wages of 
45 cents a day. This is being 
sought because of a reduction 
ip the cost of living since Feb. 
1952, when the last contract was 
signed. 

The operators also asked a 
further reduction of 5c a day In 
the wage rates of all employees 
other than skilled tradesmen. It 
is stated that employees feel 
present rates for outside em¬ 
ployees are too high in relation 
to those paid in other industries. 
This differential will provide an 
inducement for men to work 
underground who might not seek 
to do so at present. 

Workers Deterred 

Association members have 
asked the union too, to reduce 
the present union initiation fee 
from $50 to $10 because they feel 
it is now so high as to be a de¬ 
terrent to workmen to seek em¬ 
ployment at the mines. 

On the work week, the oper¬ 
ators request a six-day week at 
ordinary wages for the months 
of September to March inclusive 
and live days a week during the 
rest of the year to be able to 
compete with the non-union 
strip mines which work six days 
a week. 

In the holidays with pay sec¬ 
tion ,the employers ask there 
be an amendment to provide pay 
on a percentage basis, this to be 
two per cent of wages in the first 
year and four per cent after¬ 
wards. 

Last year, the miners were 
granted an increase of $1.40 a 
day and the pension was raised 
from $75 to $100 a month with 
retirement at 62 years of age 
after 20 years work in the mines.

Condition Is Important 
Says limmie Evans 

When asked what his most 
thrilling experience was during 
his ten years of professional 
hockey, Jimmy Evans said “win¬ 
ning the valuable player award 
the year I was with Victoria 
Cougars.” 

Jimmie, Coleman’s gift to the 
professional hockey ranks, out¬ 
lined his playing career for the 
Journal the other night and was 
high in his belief that youngsters 
consider keeping in condition as 
the most important thing in 
.hockey. Hockey is a tough rac¬ 
ket now especially with the long¬ 
er schedule. Jimmie figures the 
clubs play too many games what 
with the bumping around, and 
all the travelling. He had his 
share of the bumps and injuries 
and knows how gruelling a long 
season can be. 

Born in Coleman in 1905 he 
came up during the days when 
there was no organized hockey. 
At the age of six or seven he 
skated and played around at 
hockey on the open air rinks 
until junior age. Entering junior 
he played for Coleman the team 
losing out to Calgary Canadians. 
From here he joined the Ed¬ 
monton Eskimos professionals in 
1925-26 as a centre. Playing in a 
league with Calgary, Regina, 
Saskatoon and Moose Jaw he 
pitted his skill against such men 
as Dutch Gainor then with Cal¬ 
gary and Moran of the Moose 
Jaw club. 1926-27 saw him a 
team mate of Moran’s in a three 
team league, both playng for 
Moose Jaw. 

In 1927-28 he joined the Vic¬ 
toria Cougars winning the most 
valuable player award, remain¬ 
ing with the team the next year. 
The last year he was with the 
Cougars the Victoria rink 
burned and the club turned Into 
a road club. Vancouver club was 
a powerhouse at that time. The 
coast club played a three game 
series with Montreal Canadians, 
Stanley Cup champs of that year 
and defeated them 2 games out 
of three. The Stanely Cup run¬ 
ners up, New York Americans, 
played against the Seattle club 
that year, Jimmie and Oliver 
Redpath joining Seattle for the 
series. Each team won a game. 
Roy Wouters tended goal for the 
New York team that boasted 
such players as L. Conacher, Leo 
Rese, Shepherd and Rabbit Mc- 
VeyJolit, Morenz, and Gagnogne 
•played with the Montreal club 
against the Vancouver team. “I 
never saw a man like Morenz. 
He was in a class by himself. He 
would flip the puck in the air 
then go around and pick it up 
again." 1 

During the winter of 29-30 he 
joined the Portland club and 
when the league broke up moved 
on to spend two years with the 
Hollywood Millionaires, winning 
the league title. 1931 found him 
patrolling the ice lanes for ’Fris¬ 
co and 1932 fof Portland again. 
In 1934 he joined the Calgary 
Stampeders playing a few games 
before deciding to retire. Return¬ 
ing home to Coleman he coached 
the local Intermediates losing to 
Luscar in the playoffs. 

Hockey, he claims, Is going 
back to the old style more .every 
year, eliminating the shooting 
into the corners. Pay was very 
good during the professional 
days considering the times, how¬ 
ever he states that he would not 
play hockey for a career again 
unless he was a real top notcher. 

Married and with two children, 
Jimmie now operates a restau¬ 
rant in Coleman and this year 
has been shedding a little of his 
great hockey knowledge on the 
Coleman Juveniles as their 
coach.
